Wilson today decreed defeat for the 
resolution of ratification of the peace 
treaty containing the Lodge reserva­ 
tions. 
This was the outcome of a confer­ 
ence between President Wilson and 
Senator 
Hitchcock, 
administration 
leader this morning, 
according 
to 
Hitchcock. 
The president, b f declared, “ will 
nocket” the peace treaty if it is ratifi­ 
ed with the Lodge reservation. 
This 
means he will refuse to accept it. 
Hitchcock and the President talked 
for nearly an hour in Wilson’s sick 
roam. 
The President, it was learn­ 
ed. directed that the administration 
supporters should vote against 
the 
resolution now being prepared by the 
senate sitting as a committee of the 
whole and which contains the Iaidge 
reservation. 
If it is defeated 
Hitchcock 
will 
place a su b stitu te resolution of ratifi­ 
cation before the senate and if this is 
beu I en lie hopes for a compromise. 
However, 
if the 
administration 
geuuloja do not succeed im detesting 
the first resolution, the President will 
pigeon hole the treaty. 
He has the 
power to do this 
simply to lay the 
ratification aside and ignore it. 
W il­ 
son evidently is taking active con­ 
trol of the treaty fight as it has en­ 
tered its most critical phase. 
Hitchcock said he found 
Wilson 
much Improved. 
He stands pat on 
the condition that the T^odge reserva­ 
tions. especially the one qualifying 
Article X. nullifying the peace treaty. 
Immediately 
after the 
conference 
Hitchcock hurried back to the capitol 
to make his report known to other 


senators. 
“ The President Is much better and 
sure of the fight,” declared Secretary 
Tumulty. 
After Wilson conferred with H itc h­ 
cock he rode in the 
White 
House 
grounds In his wheel chair. 
This is 
the first time he has left the execu­ 
tive mansion since early in October. 
He planned to stay out for two hours. 
Senator Underwood also conferred 
at the White House today. 
Upon 
leaving he declared: 
“ The republi­ 
cans will not dare to -end the peace 
treaty back to the Foreign Relations 
committee.” 
This was the answer to the sugges­ 
tion that the opposers might prevent 
a new resolution of ratification from 
being introduced if the first one is 
defeated, thus sending 
the treaty 
hack to the Foreign Relations co m­ 
mittee where it would die. 
“ The republicans will not take the 
responsibility for killing the treaty ."
